REMARKS 


Claims 5-10, 14, and 20-27 were pending in the application. Claim 5 has been allowed, 
Claims 14, 22-24, and 27 have been rejected, and claims 6-10, 20, 21, 25, and 26 are objected to 
Claims 6-10 have been indicated as allowable if made dependent upon Claim 5. Claims 20, 21, 
25, and 26 have been indicated as allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicants have amended Claims 6-10, 20, 21, 25, and 26 as suggested by the examiner 
to place them in condition for allowance. 


In consideration of such amendments, applicant requests reconsideration and allowance 
of all claims.
